ie (Pall Mall Gazett-), 
He alighted at the house of his rolative, 


‘the Marquis ‘de Villette, on the quay which

The next day he felt better; but on Fe-

diens ordinaires du Roi.” Hoe was a groat 
atickler for the dignity of the atage, and 
thought this time-honoured formula dex 
grading. The actors referred the question 
to the King, as in duty bound, since they 
enjoyed a grant from the Civil List :. and 
Louis XVI, though offended; told them to 
call themselves as they liked. From that 
time they havo always described themaclves 

Heatively-as-“La-Oomédie Frangais. 

The tragedy of ' Irdne” is rather poor, 
but, owing to the ciroumstances under 
which it waa performed, it of ‘course ob- 
tained an enormous success; and Voltatro 
accepted an invitation signed by all the 
comedians and ‘subscribers that he would 
attend the sixth representation, which was 
to take place on the 30th of Maroh, This 
day seems to have. been. kept asa public 
holiday ; for in tho.afternoon, Voltalre was. 
to be present at a‘sitting of the Académie, 
and the Parisians turned’ out in thousands 
to cheer his carriage as it passed. Whon 
ho appeared inside the Palais Mazwzin, 
wrapped in-an ermine cloak lined with red 
velvet which had‘been given him by Ca» 
therine II. of Russia, . be was. greated with 
acolamations ‘so Joud and continuous that 
he was fairly overcome and sank into a 
chair unable to speak. Franklin was pre- 
sent; and the atsemblage. having recog- 
nised him, 9 call was made that the two 
great mon should sit alde, by side, which

Rousseau, who died five weakk after Vol- 
talre, on the 2nd of July, was fionoured in 
the same way, and his romaina were laid 
beside those of bis great rival. These two 
remarkable men, who hated each other in .
